TURKS ARE RETIRING 
BEFORE GREEK FORCE 


(Special cable to the Monitor) 


LONDON—Reports of battles which have never been fought 
and maneuvers which have never taken place continue flying 
around Europe, but of what is really happening little is known. 
The Bulgarians and Turks have succeeded in establishing a cen- 
sorship which completely veils the Thracian theater. 

The Bulgarian army has been in touch with the Adrianople 
lines since Tuesday but whether it has been opposed by a mere 
covering force or by the main Turkish army is uncertain. Probably 
owing to difficulties of transport, Abdullah Pasha’s force is cov- 
ering the railway line south of the fortifications whilst Adrianople 
is being held by a detached force. In such case the Turks must 
be fearfully outnumbered, though by today Abdullah could prob- 
ably have brought the main army into action if he desired. 

It must be remembered that Adrianople is not a physically 
strong position. Its importance lies in its ability to hold up an 
invading army at the junction of many roads and a railway 
during the period of concentration in the rear and the organization 
of transport. 

In the Macedonian theater the Servians are apparently en- 
deavoring to envelop the Turks on Uskub Kumanovo line. The 
capture of Pristina, investment of Kumanovo and occupation of 
Kotchana, indicate clearly the Servian plan of campaign. The 
main force of Zeki Pasha is not, however, round Uskub, though 
no doubt the banks of the Vardar where the railway crosses the 
river south of Uskub offer facility and a strong position for resist- 
ing the Servian advance. 

On the Grecian frontier the Turks are slowly retiring on 
Selfidje whilst the Greeks under the Crown Prince are advancing 
through Diskata and Elassona. The Montenegrin dash on Skutari 
has been stopped at Tarabosh, which King Nicholas’ troops have

take on new names. With diminution of any ostracism previously 
suffered and with distinct accession of positive devotion to race and 
to creéd, the early movement for a change of family names waned. 
But it lived long enough to make it far trom possible today to be 
certain that, if a New Inglander has an English name, he is of Eng- 
lish stock. ‘The name may be Alden or Peabody but the race stock 
may be that of the Fitzgeralds and O'Briens. - 50 tomorrow, the 
name may be Murphy or Collins but the race stock will be akin to 
that of the tribes of Israel. 

So much of this name transformation is going on in the city of 
New York today that discussion has been’ aroused in the local press 
as to whether there is not need for a patronymic sqciety that can ard 
would-be.changers of their names. Natural modifications are pos- 
sible in most cases that will meet the demand for a change and yet 
not lead to such absurd choices and alterations a&‘now occur. It is 
contended by those who are debating the matter seriously that it is 
most unfortunate to have the movement go on unguided. Whether 
commendable or not, some families will change.» They wish to for- 
get the past with many of its traditions and limitations, and; plung- 
ing into the American democratic sea, they hope to emerge not only 
with a new economic and social status but with a name that will con- 
ceal the past. To all who are bent on this acquisition of a diStinetly 
American name, it is proposed that a patronymic sociéty shall render 
aid where and when it may be serviceable. The new name need not 
break absolutely. with the past; it may carry on a family or racial 
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in obtaining the clue that has led him along the right line of investi- 
gation.

Feeling that we in the United States might have failed to discover the 
magnet which induced the nations of Europe to favor the beet sugar 
industry to a far greater extent than they favored other industries, I 
went there to study conditions at first hand, and to verify or disprove 
the statement contained in the country weekly. . . . I searched 
for reports of recent experiments on the subject, but was told that there 
were none; that the facts had been definitely proven many years ago, and 
that there was no more need for making such experiments than there was 
to make a“resurvey of the distance between Berlin and Vienna—both 
had been determined beyond question; even the trade press had ceased to 
give space to it; for decades every agriculturist had recognized sugar 
beet culture as the father of modern agriculture, the keystone of the arch. 


Marvelous as it may appear, through those decades, as through 
many preceding them, the American agriculturist believed that 
sugar beet culture injured the soil. The experience of the farmers 
seemed. to prove this, for they found that the production of spgar 
beets per acre decreased with ewery successive season of planting. 
Mr. Palmer in his European investigation discovered, as he puts it, 
“the cause of all the trouble.” American farmers were growing 
beets on the same soil year after year, their only thought being “so 
many tons of beets per acre at so much per ton,’’ whereas, since 
léagning the indirect value of sugar beets; European farmers use 
them as a means to increase the yield of other crops rather than for 
theig-tirect money. return, and, in order to spread the benefits. over 
as great an area as possible, they plant beets on the same soil but 
one year in three or five.
